Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described In a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-19 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by U.S. 
Patent Application No. 2002/0091 573 (Hodes). 

With respect to claims 1-19, note that Hodes teaches a system that provides 
telephone response unit based services including a POS terminal 302, Fig. 43 - 45 and 
49 - 50, phone based services 0096, IVR (paragraph 0160), status; information 
(paragraph 0176), account information (0090, 104 and 106), magnetic stripe 64, smart 
card (paragraph 01 10), bar-coded card and RFID (paragraph 0016); store valued card 
(paragraph 00050), and a smart chip (paragraph 0015). In addition, note the Abstract 
and the Summary of the Invention.
